Gordon Hedstrom and_ Ira 
Burdine, automotive majors, took 
an unofficial fourth place in the 
recent Plymouth - Chrysler 
Trouble Shooting contest. 

Accompanied by automotive in- 
structor George Sweeney, the 
pair competed against 162 other 
students as SAC entered the an- 
nual contest for the first time. 

Although only three winners 
were recognized, SAC’s team 
clocked in at 55 minutes for the 
fourth best time. 

Contestants had to put the en- 
gines of 81 new Plymouths in 
running condition at Chrysler 
Corporation’s Los Angeles assem- 
bly plant. 

Cars were “bugged” with 
about a dozen ignition and car- 
buretion system malfunctions. 
Most of the ingenious defects 
were created and planted by two 
youthful winners of last year’s 
contest. 


Some of the defects introduced 
were broken battery ground 
leads and ignition connections 
and the breaks concealed by plas- 
tic coating. Fuel lines were plug- 
ged by ball bearings jammed in 
the ends. 

One “bug” to which Sweeney 
objectéd was the installation of a 
six-cylinder distributor cam in 
each of the eight cylinder mach- 
ines. He contended that this was 
not. a normal malfunction.

Fullerton held the former re- 
cord of 17:22.5 set in 1962. 

It took SAC until the final 
meet of the season to. break one 
of the three national records 
they were after. The Dons missed 
the national mark in the distance 
medley by a scant three and a 
half seconds, and they were less 
than five seconds off the two 
mile relay record. 

At the state meet held at Mo- 
desto, Delaney copped the mile 
run in 4:09.6. 

Jim Conlay placed fourth in 
the two mile. The race was won 
by Dick Krenzer in 9:04.9, which 
broke Charlie Clark’s national 
standard set when he ran for 
SAC. 

Quarter-miler John Middleton 
settled for a fifth in the 440. 
Kerry Wright of Cerritos won 
the race with a time of 48.1.

When the Dons went after the 
national mark last week they had 
competition from a fast Pierce 
foursome and another SAC 
quartet.
